released until you have re¬ 
covered from your illness.” 

Mr Justice Sweeney added: 
“If you had not been suffer¬ 
ing from mental illness at the 
time you would not have 
killed your children. 

“It is equally clear that you 
are still mentally ill now.” 

The family’s solicitor, 
Richard Egan, said that 
“lessons need to be learned” 
from the tragedy, claiming 
Clarence’s depression was 
“certainly not assisted” by 
pressures placed on the fami¬ 
ly by medical and social care 
workers. 

As early as May 2011 
Tania Clarence was “under 


intolerable strain from hos¬ 
pital appointments and visits 
from medical and social 
workers, the court was told. 

By 2013 there were some 60 
professionals working with 
the family, heaping on 
Clarence what Mr Egan la¬ 
belled “constant pressure”. 

Speaking outside the court 
on behalf of the family, he 
added: “He [Gary Clarence] 
hopes to be able to ensure 
that never again will a family 
have to endure the unbear¬ 
able pressure that eventually 
overwhelmed the resources 
of his wife.”

A severely depressed mother 
was “exhausted and burnt 
out” when she killed her 
three disabled children as 
they slept. 

Tania Clarence, 43, was 
handed a hospital order at 
the Old Bailey this week 
after she smothered twins 
Ben and Max, three, and 
Olivia, four, at the family’s 
home in New Malden in 
April.

A psychiatrist has said the 
decision to replace a social 
worker assigned to Tania 
Clarence was an “important 
trigger” in the months before 
she killed her three disabled 
children. 

Prosecutors told the Old 
Bailey social worker Suzie 
Holley was experienced in 
working with young children 
and had “a reasonably good 
working relationship” with 
the Clarences, but was re¬ 
placed because bosses feared 
she was getting too close to 
them. 

Forensic psychiatrist Philip 
Joseph also said the replace¬ 
ment was “a real novice”. 

The court was told of the 
Clarences’ often fraught rela¬ 
tionship with medical and 
social workers - up to 60 
of them - over surgical 
intervention for the children, 
who had spinal muscular 
atrophy. 

The professionals’ concern 
went so far that legal neglect 
proceedings against the 
Clarences were considered. 

Clarence wept throughout 
Tuesday’s hearing, staring at 
the floor of the dock where 
she was accompanied by her 
solicitor Richard Egan. 

The court was told of her 
history of depression dating 
back to her university days in 
South Africa in 1994. In addi¬ 
tion, her grandmother com¬ 
mitted suicide, Mr Justice 


Sweeney said, and her moth¬ 
er attempted to do the same 
after the breakdown of her 
marriage. 

He added Clarence had “a 
lonely and unhappy child¬ 
hood” and “learned to sup¬ 
press your unhappy feelings 
and not to share them with 
others”. 

After killing her children, 
Clarence attempted to kill 
herself, but was discovered 
by police and a nanny. 

In court, twins Ben and 
Max were described as “chat¬ 
ty, full of smiles with a real 
sense of fun”, while Olivia 
was “unwaveringly cheerful 
and positive”, prosecutor Zoe 


Johnson QC said last week. 

In a statement made out¬ 
side court, Mr Egan said: 
“Tania’s depression was cer¬ 
tainly not assisted by the con¬ 
stant pressure placed on the 
family by some individuals 
within the medical profes¬ 
sion and social services who 
could not agree with Tania 
and Gary Clarence’s stance 
of prioritising quality of life 
for their children and were 
not readily willing to submit 
the children to operations 
and other interventions that 
they felt were not appropri¬ 
ate in the circumstances. 

“Allegations of ‘neglect’ 
mentioned in court last Fri¬ 


day are wholly unfounded.” 

Kingston’s Local Safe¬ 
guarding Children Board is 
conducting a serious case re¬ 
view and plans to complete it 
next July. 

Mr Clarence will contribute 
to the review. 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said: “This is a 
terrible tragedy. The 
thoughts of everyone at the 
council are with the family 
and friends of the Clarences. 

“Throughout the lives of 
the children, we sought to 
work with partner agencies 
to ensure that the Clarence 
family were fully supported. 

“This was provided through 
a range of services including 
therapies, care support into 
the home and direct pay¬ 
ments to the family to assist 
with the costs of their 
nanny.”

Charlto review fails to 
shed light on ‘cover-up’

The truth behind whether 
Kingston Council social work¬ 
ers altered computer records 
to cover up a lack of action in 
the Charito Cruz murder case 
may never be known. 

Ms Cruz, known as “Che”, 
was hammered to death by 
her boyfriend Asad Niazi in 
front of their two-year-old 
daughter at their home in 
Cambridge Road, Kingston. 

A domestic homicide review 
(DHR) into the 2011 killing 
fails to shed light on claims 
that records of referrals from 
the NSPCC and contact with 
Ms Cruz, pictured, were 


changed the day after she 
died. 

In January last year whistle¬ 
blower Olivia Butler, former 
head of social care at 
Kingston Council, told the 
BBC computer records within 
social services were 
altered to “cover up the lack of 
action and proper response”. 

But Kingston Council 
claimed the “rollback” was 
common practice, and in this 
case records were changed to 
keep them in chronological 
order. 

Claims that a social work 
manager had taken the 
referrals home to read on the 
night Ms Cruz was killed were 
denied by the manager in 
question. 

Although she promised her 


report into agency failings 
would be “fearless”, Davina 
James-Hanman was unable to 
get to the bottom of the 
claims. 

Her report, published last 
week, said: “It has 
been possible fror 
the evidence pre¬ 
sented, to firmly 
conclude which j 
version of events I 
is truthful. 1 

“Rather than 
prolong the [domes¬ 
tic homicide review] 
still further, the panel 
agreed to focus on what 
lessons could be learned.” 

However, a formal letter was 
sent to workers outlining con¬ 
cerns about the practice. After 
recommendations it should be 



reviewed, the council said it 
would only be used in “excep¬ 
tional circumstances” if 
agreed by a senior manager. 

At a press briefing last week, 
Ms James-Hanman said: “I 
le to both parties in- 
)lved. I don’t think 
here was a problem 
with the internal 
management re¬ 
view. 

“The area that was 
disputed was about 
record-keeping, and 
timely record-keep¬ 
ing. The lessons have al¬ 
ready been drawn from that. 
There needs to be more timely 
record-keeping. 

“[The review] is not to kind 
of point a finger, it’s about 
learning lessons.”

TIMELINE: 

• September 17,2003: Asad Niazi arrives in 
the UK on a student visa. 

• May 4,2007: Charito Cruz arrives in UK 
with visa to visit her brother. 

• October 31,2007: Niazi’s visa expires and 
he does not apply for a new one. 


• December 17,2007: Ms Cruz issued 
with student visa. 

• June 27,2009: Having met on the internet, 
Ms Cruz and Niazi’s daughter is born. 

• September 1,2011: Niazi attends Kingston 
Hospital after taking overdose. 

• September 4,2011: Ms Cruz contacts the 
NSPCC with concerns Niazi may abduct 


their daughter. Niazi contacts the NSPCC 
and makes counter claims. 

• September 5,2011: NSPCC asks Kingston 
Council to assess Ms Cruz. Children’s so¬ 
cial care workers give Ms Cruz advice, but 
this is not done for three days. 

• September 7,2011: Niazi meets mental 
health workers at McDonald’s. He claims 


Ms Cruz is having an affair and will move 
to Ireland with his daughter. 

• September 8,2011: Ms Cruz is given do¬ 
mestic violence contacts. The next day, Ms 
Cruz says the situation has been resolved. 

• September 23,2011: Ms Cruz tells a social 
worker Niazi found out she contacted an 
old boyfriend, and showed their daughter a 


pornographic video. She is advised to con¬ 
tact a domestic violence co-ordinator. Ms 
Cruz calls Victim Support and a face-to- 
face risk assessment is scheduled for 
September 29. Victim Support does not 
refer the case back to Kingston Council. 
Niazi again contacts the NSPCC claiming 
Ms Cruz is provoking him.

All Kingston Council workers 
mentioned in the Charito Cruz 
domestic homicide review no 
longer work for the authority, 
according to the current head of 
children’s social care. 

Sylvia Chew said the workers 
left following a restructuring of 
the service in the wake of the 
safeguarding services’ disas¬ 
trous 2012 Ofsted inspection. 

None of the workers were 
sacked, Ms Chew added. 

She said: “We undertook some 
restructuring of the service as 
part of the improvement plan 
and they were not appointed to 
those positions. 

“It was not through a capacity 
and disciplinary process.” 

A 2011 reshuffle that saw four 
different teams having to log re¬ 
ferrals has been reversed. 

Ms Chew said: “We have gone 
back to a traditional model with 
a single point of contact. We 
have got some consistency. 

“We’ve got much more robust 
prevention and early help now.” 

Council leader Kevin Davis 
said he was now “optimistic” 
about the make-up of 
Kingston’s children’s services. 

He said: “There’s just a sense 


of mission about them. That 
there’s a duty of care there. 

“Ultimately the blame [for 
what happened] lies with the 
man who committed a crime.” 

Lead member for children 
Councillor Andrea Craig said: 
“Lessons have been learned. 

“We are improving and in¬ 
creasing the number of people 
that we are aware of, but that is 
only possible if the victims 
come forward.” 

She added: “Please come for¬ 
ward because you are in a situa¬ 
tion that will be taken seriously. 
The department is completely 
transformed. The attitude is 
completely different.” 

Ms James-Hanman said she 
had seen “significant improve¬ 
ment” in the way Kingston han¬ 
dles domestic violence. 

She added: “I think [this] is 
distinctly less likely to happen 
again in Kingston.” 

She added that the council’s 
internal review of what went 
wrong was “thorough, it 
wasn’t defensive and it under¬ 
went a significant period of 
scrutiny from all the partner 
agencies, as did all of the 
[reviews].” 



• September 24,2011: Niazi contacts 
the NSPCC and tells them he 
smashed Ms Cruz’s phone in an 
argument. He said he knew she 
had contacted the charity. Ms Cruz 
reports the criminal damage to po¬ 
lice. Niazi is arrested and bailed. 
Police make a referral to children’s 


social care detailing the argument. 

• September 26,2011: Ms Cruz at¬ 
tends Kingston police’s one-stop- 
shop, saying Niazi made threats to 
kill her. She declines housing assis¬ 
tance and is told there is insuffi¬ 
cient evidence to apply for a 
restraining order. 


The NSPCC makes another referral 
to children’s social care, but it is 
not dealt with. 

That night, Asad Niazi murders Ms 
Cruz. 

• September 27,2011: Social work¬ 
ers record the NSPCC’s referrals on 
their case management system.

Miss Silverton, 44, was walk¬ 
ing along Castelnau with her 
three-year-old daughter and her 
four-month-old son when she 
saw the car speeding towards 
her. 

She said: “He crashed about 
50m away.

“It certainly got the 
adrenaline going - I am just 
glad no one was seriously 
hurt.” 

Sky News presenter Isabel 
Webster, 31, was driving with 
her husband when the car 
crashed. 

She said: “There was a huge 
explosion of noise - it was quite 
scary. He must have spun two or 
three times - how he stepped 
out of the car unscathed I don’t 
know. It is lucky no one was

killed - a split second before 
and it would have been us.” 

The Vauxhall driver was 
taken to St George’s Hospital, 
Tooting, with a neck injury. 

A 16-year-old boy has been 
charged with dangerous driv¬ 
ing, having no insurance and 
driving otherwise in accor¬ 
dance with a licence.

Council nets £1.5m 
in road rules fines

Six drivers every hour were 
caught breaking the law in bus 
lanes and box junctions this 
summer - and forked out nearly 
£1.5m to Kingston Council in the 
process. 

Earlier this year council leader 
Kevin Davis promised to review 
“all aspects” of a fines regime 
that saw the authority’s coffers 
swell by £890,000 in just three 
months (March to May). 

But the new figure, which en¬ 
compasses a total of 22,312 mov¬ 
ing traffic violations from June 
to October, shows fines revenue 
has remained steady. 

Conservative London Assem¬ 
bly member Tony Arbour said: “I 
would be sorry if the new admin¬ 
istration in Kingston did not seek 
to ease the burden on the mo¬ 
torists who come to Kingston to 
boost its success.” 

Liberal Democrat opposition 
leader Councillor Liz Green said:

“I’m surprised, given the 
rhetoric of it, that they haven’t 
changed anything.

“Lumbering drivers with fines 
simply will not, and has not, 
helped the situation. 

“The use of CCTV cars is yet 
another example of how 
councils are constantly using 
surveillance as a lazy, quick fix 
to complex problems.” 

Coun Davis said: “Obviously if 
somebody is gratuitously in¬ 
fringing the regulations that is 
something you’ve got to deal 
with. My concern is that when 
they are minor infractions, when 
people get blocked in, that’s the 
point when we have to start wor- 
ring about whether the box junc¬ 
tion is doing its job. 

“We are reviewing it -1 hope to 
have it back in the next week or 
so.”

Perspective ‘Barking mad’ views on European arrest warrant 


The disputes between Israel and 
its neighbours are minor issues 
among the world’s problems. 

The major trouble spots are in 
the arc of Muslim territories that 
stretch from sub-Saharan Africa 
through the Middle East - Iraq, 
Iran, Afghanistan and Pakistan, 
and the borders of Russia. 

If Israel did not exist, there 
would still be Boko Haram in 
Nigeria, A1 Qaeda affiliates in Mali 
and Algeria, unrest in Tunisia, Al¬ 
geria, Egypt, Jordan, Sudan, 
Lebanon, Afghanistan and Pak¬ 
istan, and civil wars in Libya, 
Syria, Iraq, Somalia and Yemen. 

There is a civil war in Ukraine, 
and Poland and the Baltic states 
fear the start of a new Cold War 
with Russia. 

The media reports extensively 
on these so we should not be igno¬ 
rant of the threats they pose to the 
security of the UK and to the West. 

Neither should the significance 
of the dispute between Israel and 
Gaza/West Bank be exaggerated 
(although one hopes for a solu¬ 
tion), given the magnitude of the 
troubles mentioned above.

Almost 2.5 million 'last time 
buyers' plan to downsize their 
homes, according to new 
research. 

Figures from the bi-annual 
Prudential Downsizing Index 
reveal that four in 10 home- 
owners over the age of 55 plan to 
sell their current property - up 
from 38 per cent six months ago. 

Three quarters of homeowners, 
over the age of 55 who are 
planning to sell, say they will 
downsize. 

The average amount of capital 
they hope to free-up as a result 
of these property sales is £87,600 
- up from £85,300 in May of this 
year. 

Of those expecting to release 
equity from downsizing, 45 per 
cent will spend newly released 
cash on big ticket or luxury 
purchases like holidays. Forty 
eight per cent say they will save 
or invest the money, while 40 per 
cent will use the funds to boost 
their pension pots. 

Having too much space 
appears to be the main driver for 


downsizing, according to 61 
per cent of homeowners over the 
age of 55. 

The convenience of running a 
smaller home (58 per cent), 
accessing equity (34 per cent), 
reducing the day-to-day costs of 
running a large home (22 per 
cent) and changes in personal 
circumstances, including divorce 
or separation (21 percent), 
complete the top five reasons for 
downsizing. 

The Index suggests that 
many 'last time buyers' are 
looking for a change, with 35 per 
cent of those who are planning to 
sell saying they will relocate to 
another town or city within the 
UK. 

Vince Smith-Hughes, retirement 
income expert at Prudential, said: 
"Our homes are often our most 
valuable assets, but also one of 
our greatest expenses. 

"The financial benefits of 
downsizing, from both a cost¬ 
saving and releasing capital 
perspective, can be very enticing. 

"But those who are considering

it should exercise caution and be 
careful not to overestimate the 
level of funds they expect to 
receive. 

"Freeing up cash as a result of 
selling your property may be 
appropriate for some, but it 
should never be seen as a 
substitute for saving for 


retirement. 

"The best way to secure your 
desired standard of living in 
retirement is to save as much as 
possible from as early as possible 
and to seek professional financial 
advice on the best retirement 
income options available for your 
needs." 


Who foots the repair bills? 


Research by AA Home 
Membership shows a third of 
renters have paid to fix 
something in their home rather 
than ask their landlord to do it. 

The findings reveal the 
average cost of a repair 
arranged by a tenant was 
£63.20. An unlucky one in six 
paid more than £100. 

A blocked drain or faulty 
shower topped the list of 
household mishaps - each 
experienced by one in five 
tenants. One in six paid to fix 
faulty wiring or a broken lock or 
key. One in seven has had a 
damaged carpet replaced or 
leaky pipe repaired while one in 
14 shelled out for a boiler repair. 


Half of those who fixed 
something said it was because it 
was 'quicker and easier to do it 
themselves'. A quarter said they 
caused the fault and felt 
responsible for repairing it, 
while one in eight said their 
landlord refused to help. 
Another six per cent said they 
had a clumsy landlord who tried 
to fix the problem but made it 
worse. But, according to the 
research, only one in 10 tenants 
is actually responsible for 
household repairs. 

The majority of tenants were 
visited by their landlord the 
same day, though almost a third 
had to wait more than a week 
for them to help out.

FIRST DRIVE: Nissan Pulsar 

A versatile family car 



LOOKS AND IMAGE: You can excuse 
Nissan for wanting to trade on the 
success of its Qashqai crossover. 
That the Pulsar sports a similar¬ 
looking nose is no accident. That 
said, reinventing the wheel is hard, 
which is why the rest of the Pulsar 
is broadly similar to a host of other 
five-door family hatchbacks. 

There's no denying that cabin 
room is generous - families take 
note. Also, the Japanese firm's 
reputation for offering clever 
infotainment and safety kit is well 
established and evident in the 
Pulsar. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: 

Crossovers are often purchased 
because they boast more space 
than a similar family hatch, yet the 
Pulsar easily trumps many of its 
conventional rivals for rear cabin 
space thanks to a stretched 
wheelbase. At the rear, the car's 
boot is also a good size, while 
oddment storage around the cabin 
has been well thought out. All in all, 
the Pulsar is a versatile family car 
for those not sold on the SUV 
concept. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: The Pulsar 
offers a good balance of 
refinement and a reasonably 


engaging driving experience. 
Nissan's targets are the likes of 
Toyota's Auris and the rapidly 
improving Korean players, so don't 
expect Ford Focus levels of 
precision here. 

That said, this newcomer can 
hold its head up high - it does 
nothing wrong. 

Key to the car's performance is a 
well-sorted ride that's not too firm, 
but does a good job of resisting 
pitch and roll at speed. The various 
controls are engineered with plenty 
of accuracy, while the driving 
position isn't short of adjustment 
potential. Nissan has taken a 
modest approach at launch with its 
engine range, and the 1.2-litre 


petrol motor tested here is no 
slouch in the real world despite 
'only' possessing llAbhp. If you 
want more low-down grunt, there's 
always the company car-friendly 
1.5-litre diesel.
